Wrangell Townsite 
Matter Is Closed 


Mayor J. W. Pritchett yester- 
day received a check for $858.54 
from George A. Parks, chief of 
the Alaska Field division. Mrt. 
Parks states that this money was 
sent by direction of the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land office. 
An excerpt from the letter is as 
follows: 

‘‘This sum [$858.54] represents 
the proceeds derived from the 
assessments upon the lots, pro- 
ceeds from the sale of unoceupied 
lots, and certain unclaimed mon- 
eys advanced by various parties 
to Duncan McKinnon, in the 
years of 1897 and 98, as a part of 
a fund collected by him to help 
defray the cost incident to sur- 
veying the Wrangell Townsite. 
These several amounts are appor- 
tioned as follows: 





Uuexpended balance 
from assessments $346. 


Lot BOOS unas 355. 00 
McKinnon fund.......... 157. 
Total... $808. 54 


“Referring to the item listed 
as the McKinnon fund, this is a 
part of a fund that was advanced 
to McKinnon during the years 
1897-98, by various parties, then 
residents of Wrangell, to help de- 
fray the cost of making the sur- 
vey and entry of the townsite, 
and should be repaid out of the 
lot assessment. 

“A large part of the original 
fund has been repaid to those 
who advanced it, and a diligent 
search was made for those who 
advanced the remainder of the 


‘money. However, after months 


of careful inquiry, we have been 
unable to find any of those who 
are entitled to a refund of the 
balance, and the money is there- 
fore included in the fund tendered 
to you. This is done by direction 
of the Commissioner by his letter 
above cited. 

“It may be that some of those 
who advanced this money will la- 
ter put in a claim, and I am at- 
taching hereto a list showing the 
names of the several parties, to- 
gether with the amount each ad- 
vanced, for the purpose of enabl- 
ing you, if you so desire, to make 
the refund should any of those 
entitled thereto apply to you for 
it. 

“In this connection, you arè 
advised that this office is at all 
times ready to furnish you with 
any additional information that 
you may desire concerning these 
claims.”

Itis go- 
ites on 600 years and we have not 
stopped fighting for the same cause, 

| Is it like the American people since 
the world’s war ended to have a 
|race of pe ople as wards of the Gov-| 
[ernment who are deprived of hav- 

ing a Voice in the courts of claims 

in their own mother country which 

|has 7000 Government employees | 
looking after the welfare of 300,000 | 
| odiana in the United States? 

I am sure the best thing that 
jcould happen to the Indian today 
would be for the Government to 
square Up all treaties with tribes. 

Let all Americans remember that 
‘hostility did not come until the 
white man wronged the Indians by | 
long strings of broken treaties. 

The American flag has givev 
citizenship to every race and nation 
lof the world whether they could | 
|read or write, but not to the Amer- 
[ican Indians. 

The soal of every Indian was in 

this war. We know notthe hyphen. 
We know not the pro this or pro 
that. Weare one hundred percent 
| Americans. 
It is love of country in the In- 
|dian’s heart that urges him to pull | 
the bow against the invading foe, 
but we still plead to the American 
| Government to give us nothing 
more than our rights. We are 
still knocking at the door of Con-| 
| gress for freedom and for a share 
|in the American flag. 

Out of 300,000 Indians in the 
United States nearly 10,000 served 
the colors. Eighty-five per cent of 
these were enlisted men. Our 
people have taken Out over $50,- 
|o00,000 worth of Liberty bonds 
and have donated over $2,000,000 
to the Red Cross. | 

Such a dtmonstration ought to 
|cause every patriot to reciprocate 
| by urging a bill in Congress to have 
the Indian free, and bestow upon 
him full citizenship.
